The jury in three minutes re- 
turned a verdict that Frank 
"came to his death by hanging 
at the hands of parties un- 
known." 
The coroner transferred the inquest 
to the county /-ourt house to accom- 
modate the large crowd on hand to 
hear the testimony. 
Attorney John T. Dorsey repre- 
sented the State of Georgia. 
Gordon Gann acted as special at- 
torney for Coroner Booth. Dr. C. D. 
Elder testified to viewing-the hpdy of 
Frank while it was still hanging in 
the oak -grove. Dr. Elder did not 
know Frank personally, but was told 
.the body was that of Frank. 
"Do you know any of the circum- 
stances" surrounding the hanging?" 
asked Mr. Dorsey. 
"Absolutely nothing." replied the 
witness.

BPJILIN, Aug. 24, via London, 4:05 p. m.—A hilltop at Kopy- 


tow, to the southwest of the Russian fortress of Brest-Idtcvsk, 
has been stormed by the Teutonic forces, according to an official 
statement given out today by the German army headquarters. 
The-statement reads: 


"In the western theater during yesterday's visit to Zeebrugge, 


Belgium, the British fleet fired from forty to seventy shots at 
our coastal fortifications. We have to deplore on account of this 
bombardment the loss of one killed and six wounded. In addition 
three Belgian inhabitants were wounded by the stray shells. 
There was^'na material damage.

It is impossible for 
courts and lawyers to keep adequately informed respect- 
ing the vast volume of statutory law which is ground 
out by various state legislatures and the Congress of 
the United States at Washington. According to a count 
made in the library of Congress, our national and state i 
The punishment of treason was 


legislatures passed 62,014 statutes during the five yearsj rst 
*clar*<i by the Congress to be 


from 1909 to 1913, inclusive. During the same five 
years, 65^79 decisions of the national and state courts 
of last resort -were reported in 630 volumes. Many of 
these laws are drawn so inexpertly, so carelessly, so 
ignoraatly and !n terms so vague and tmcertain that they 
inevitaLIy breed Etigatioii. They are thrust into the 
body of existing law with no effort to ascertain what 
the existing laws are. In the last fifteen years there 
have been introduced at the various sessions of the legis- 
lature of California some 17,000 bills. Of this number 
nearly 9000 become laws. 


Is it any wonder, asks Mr. Fitzgerald, that lawyers 


and the courts are criticised when they endeavor to in- 
terpret this vast mass of legislation. The delay com- 
plained of so much in judicial procedure is, Mr. Fitz- 
gerald maintains, in a large measure due to the uncer- 
tainty and the newness of the propositions to be passed 
upon first by the superior courts and aiterwards by the 
appellate courts. No sooner is a law constructed and the 
lawyers after careful study feel able to advise their 
clients intelligently concerning its provisions and what 
it has been held to mean than the legislature for no 
apparent reason amends it or repeals it and adopts some- 
thing in its place which has to be fought out all over 
again before the courts in. order to arrive at a just con- 
ception of its meaning. The lawyers and the courts are 
not perfect There is a strong feeling that they might 
do much to simplify legal procedure. But the vast bur- 
den of dissatisfaction with the legal profession and the 
judiciary is not justly placed. It ought to rest upon the 
legislatures and not upon those who try to administer 
the law. Mr. Fitzgerald dwelt at length upon the mod- 
ern tendency unduly to multiply laws and concessions. 
He emphasized the dangers to liberty of the people 
which indiscriminate and injudicious law-making threat- 
ens. .He said in conclusion:

"Plato, more than two thousand years ago, said, .If 
everything should' be governed; by rule and regulation, 
then life, difficult already, must become intolerable.' 
"While it must be admitted that th& protection, of life and

It Is so easy to acquire a dangerotia 
habit during a recognized period of 
immunity that we implore our fellow 
citizens who sympathize strongly and 
naturally with the German cause, and 
who are not over-particular as to the 
form in which their sympathies ex- 
press themselves, to ponder well the 
slightness of the transition by which 
deeds and words now legally immune 
majr suddenly become the deeds and 
•words of a crime for which, the pun- 
ishment is death.

The second aspect of this con- 
spiracy or co-operation, between the 
representatives of the kaiser's gov- 
ernment and hyphenated citizens oar- 
ing their undivided political allegiance 
to the United States Is much simpler 
so far ss the possibility of repressive 
action is concerned.

CALIFORNIA LIBRARIES. 
Ella 3. Morgan, librarian of Los An- 
geles, spoke on "High.
